do now of late preſume and take ro themie!ves a Liberty (beyond whar 
hath ever been in former times) to chrow about Squibs and Fire-works 
in the Streets and Publick Paſſages of this City, and eſpecially in 
Places and art Times of sreare!t Relort ; whereby great and intolerable 
Miſchiefs are continually done, pruceeding lometimes even to Murder 
iclelf, (as is too too evident by a late fad Example) and very many Per- 
ſons, eſpecially Women and Children are territed and attrighred, not 
daring to adventure themſelves in the Streets for fear of ſuch rude and 
barbarous Ulage, which 15 no where elle to be parallelled in the whole 
World ; and almolt all Perſons of Quality (upon whom the Trade of 
this City does very much depend) being fo frequently atfaulred in their Coaches in that rude manner, 
are driven and kept out from the City, 19 ſecure remlelves from thoſe dangers. Which diſordered 
Practices, although they have been conltantly diſowned and prohibied by che Authority of this Ciry, 
yet nothing hicherro hath been ſufficient ro prevent them, to the grear Diſhonour of the Magiſtracy of 
this City,the great Prejudice and Hindrance of che Trade thereof, and the Scandal of this once renowned 
City in all civilized parrs of the World. The Right Honorable the Lord Mator of this City doth therefore 
think it fitting, and nccelfary, and highly incumbent upon him to take all poſſible care ro obviate and 

revent ſo rude and diſordered a Practice, and he doth hereby ſtretghtly charge and command, that all 
Perſons do for the future alrogerher forbear to throw about any Squibs, Fire-brands or Fire-works 
at any time, or upon any occaſion, in any the Streets or Publick Paifages of this City : And char all 
Maſters of Families within the ſame be very diligent and caretul, and ufe their urmoſt endeavours ro 
keep in and reſtrain their Children and Servants from doing the ſame : In default whereof his Lord- 
ſhip is reſolved, and he doth hereby publiſh and declare, that he will certainly inflid the utmoſt and 
ſevereſt Puniſhment, with all poſſible rigor, upon all ſuch who ſhall hereafter be found to tranſoreſs 
herein. And wherever any perſon ſhall be fo apprehended, beſides their perſonal Puniſhmenr, their 
Parents or Maſters for negle&ing th2 Government, and cheir Remiſnels to contribute their Endeavours 
to the Weal and Publick Benefic of this City in the reſtraint of ſuch Rudeneſs and Abuſes, ſhall alſo 
have marks of his Lord(hips Diſpleaſure inflicted on them. Given this third day of November, 1674.
